“carried him to the jaifin this place. The 
“negro has a trunk of goo! clothing and $56 in 
“money. On Tuesday night he took another 
“ pegro boy, who is also in jail awaiting a requi- 
“sition from his owner.“ The first of these 
proved to be a slave who was seut through this 
State on business for his master, but unfortu- 
nately did not escape the vigilance of Jones, 
who dragged him from his seat in the cars, and 
mayched him off to jail aecording to custom. 
On a subsequent evening he jerked the porter 
of the sleeping car from the train, dragged im 
round the station-house for the purpose of kid- 
napping him, and wonld hayecarried him dire at 
0 Jonesboro jail had ehe fact not come to the 
ears of the cgpductor, who went to his relief 
and assured lenk,“ with a revolver, that the 
porter was a freeman and owed service only to 
bimeelf, his country and his God. Blank's“ 
party had an exciting hunt only a few days ago, 
in which the son of an antiquated M. D. took a 
leading part. They met the negro with an axe 
on bis shoulder, and demande! his surrender. 
This be did not feel disposed to do without legal 
authority, and prepared for defence, but at the 
display of revolvers he fled. They pursued 
bim about eighteen miles, and took him near 
‘Carbondale, having fired upon him several 
times. Examples of this species of villainy are 
furnished us almost daily—they are absolutely 
“too numerous to mention.” But I will give a 
few particulars of another case, as it involved 
consequences of u serious character. About 
two years ago, Blank aud three accomplices 
passed through the town with a tall, well-built, 
intelligent looking mulatto man (decidedly 
whiter and nearer the Caucassian type than 
“ Blank”) on their way to Jonesboro to deposit 
their prize in the County Jail. He was pinioned 
and led with a balter by “ Blank,” who carried 
the rope in one hand and à revolver in the other 
his aids guarding him on either side. “Biank’s’ 
general bearing and appearance might be called 
angelic in contrast with his appearance on this 
decasion. He presented to my mind the most 
striking picture of ademon I had ever seen or 
conceived of. Time rolled on and “ Blank” 
hunted up a master, and was on his way home 
in a steamboat, accompanied by the master’s 
son, when the boat blew up, and “ Blank,” 
though badly injured, was able to swim ashore, 
but his unfortunate companion was either killed 
or drowned. “ Blank” might have been, long 
after, seen hobbling around town on crutches, 
trying to reach a sympathy that found no place 
in the hearts of good men. 

Were he aman of any note intellectvally, it

A Richmond correspondent of the N. V. Her- 
ald writes about the interview between Wise 
and Brown the day after the capture of the lat- 
ter, as follows :

in denunciations which can only i injure you.” 

Brown replied by saying, Governor, I have, 
from all appearances, not more than fiiteen or 
twenty y ars the start of you in the journey to 
that eternity of which you apy warn me: and 
whether my tenure here sball be fi mouths, 
or fifteen or fifteen hours, I am equally 

prepared, te go. There is an oy behind 
and an eternity before, and the little speck in 
the centre, however long, is but comparatively 
aminute. The difference between your tenure 
and wy is —— and I want to therefore tell 
you to ed; lam prepared.

Capt. Parker Snow—who was second

in the search for Sir John Franklin in 1850— 
Page delivered lecture in Londen, in 
which he expressed the belief that individuals 
of Franklin’s party may still survive. He sta- 
ted that it was his conviction in 1650, as re- 
corded by him in the blue book published in 
that year, that the ships would be found where 
they were lately discovered, aud subsequent de- 
velopments only served to confirm him in the 
belief that some of the party were s ill living, 
probably in captivity among the Esquimau 

This opmion he supported by the fact, élici 

through Capt. McClintock's interpreter, that, 
when the Esquimaux meet with strangers who 
can be of no use to them, they give them food, 
and desire them to go away; but, if the men 
are mechanics, end useful, as mauy of the 
Franklin party were, the natives retain them, 
and will not let them go. Capt. Sncw thought 
turther attempts should be made to discover the 
lost navigators; and in this view he is supported 
by many intelligent men. The New York Ar- 
ald, of the 15th inst., republishes a large por- 
uon of Sargent’s volume of “ Arctic Adven- 
ture,” and says that Dr. Hayes, who accompa- 
nied Dr. Dane in his last expedition through 
Smith's Sound, is willing to make another visit 
to those regions, with a view to explore the 
open sea discovered by Kane. The London 
Medical Times advocates another expedition, 


and says: 

“We regret povernment did not follow 
the advice 7 4 member of the pro- 
fession—Dr. King—who on several ns 


roposed to go by the Great Fish River to the 
ests estern Land of North Somerset, to seek the 
missing navigators. Captaia MeClintock’s dis- 
coveries show that Crozier and his companions

King’s offers been accepted, not only would our 
gallant nage have been rescued, but no 
necessity would have arisen for the expeditions 
of Ross, Richardson, Collinson, Austen, Peuny 
Belcher, or Kellett, at a goveroment expense of 
two millions; ner —— the private expeditions 
under Ross, Kennedy, and McClintock, or the 
American efforts of De Haven and Kane. We 
do not mention this in any spirit of vain regret, 
but to point out that a summer lan search 
up the Great Fish River would be devoid of 
danger, would be inexpensive, and might 
successful in rescuing some of the 105 survi- 
vorors, all of whom can scarcely have pe 
in a country where there is plenty of game.” 


How the Indians are Paid. 

From time to time the Government dispossess 
the Indians of Lake Superior of the land occu- 
pied by them, and moves them farther back, 
compensating for the land taken by annual pay- 
ments in such articles as are suited to the wants 
of the savages. A number of tribes, mounting 
to about 3,300 people, members of the t | 
Ojibwa or Chippewa Nation, are at Odanah 
La Pointe couaty Wisconsin. The mode of pay- 
ment is somewhat peculiar, and the writer in 
| the Baytield Press devotes two columns to the

that on the opening of the business, one chief 
aiter another, each with hia attendant, appears 
before*the a Having some knowledge — 
politeness, they 3 take off their hats, or tu 
as the case may be, and are seated. The — 
rior chiefs present the number of their bands in 
small sticks of wood, each stick representing a 
persan, The process of taking the census is 
short. Theceusus being taken, the bundles 
are then made up, one for each " single person, 
and one for each family. Ifany family consist 
of two parties,each party receives a bundle. 
The bundle consists of a bianket, or blankets, 
pieces ef broadcloth, calico, muslin, a few made 
up cloths for the men, hoes, axes, powder horos 
traps, 4c. Guns, powder, shot, lead pecussion 
8 stoves, cooking utensils; he. „are distribu- 
to a few in each tri 
When the census is taken, bundles prepared 
and the Indians present, the payment commen- 
ces, The agent, with the bags of gold and sil- 
ver ‘abou’ 7,000) before him, sits at an open- 
ing in a suitable ia the warehouse, out of 
which he handsthe money to each one, ashe 
comes up ip answer to his name, which is an- 
nouneed by a erier, who is stationed outside the 
opening. When the person receives his mou- 
ey; he touches the top of the clerk’s pencil, 
which is an acknowledgement ofthe reception 
of pay. The clerk keeps an account of the pay- 
ment made to each ove. After giving bis re- 
ceipt, he receives his bundle and leaves when 
another comes up. The chief, whois present 
and witnesses the payment of his hand, then 
gives a receipt for the whole band, by touchiog 
the clerk’s pen.

Geeoed Children. 
The “ Professor at the Breakfast Table,” in 
his talk to the readers of the A//antic for Aug- 
ust, offers some pungent saggestions concern- 
ing good children and their memoirs:
